WASHINGTON, May 3.—(?)— 
For the second time, men of Cor- 
regidor’s dauntless garrison have 
braved heavy enemy fire to re- 
store their shot-down flag atop the 
100-foot pole on the fortress island 
in Manila bay.

LONDON, May 3.—(#)—Air-‘ 
craft ranging over Copenhagen, 
capital of German-occupied Den- 
mark, dropped bombs on that city 
and caused antiaircraft batteries 
in Denmark to fire for 45 minutes 
last night, it was reported today.

Building, Perils Milledgeville

A stubborn smoldering blaze 
which resisted the combined ef- 
forts of municipal and State Hos- 
pital fire departments for more 
than 10 hours destroyed the Doc- 
tors’ building on Hancock street 
Sunday after threatening the en- 
tire business district.

Before fire trucks with addi- 
tional hose and equipment could 
be returned to the scene, the entire 
third floor of the structure, which

Nazi Warships 
Out of Action, 
British Reveal 


LONDON, May 3.—(#)—The 
elusive German battleships Gnei- 
senau and Scharnhorst and the 
heavy cruiser Prinz Eugen are 
definitely out of action and must 
undergo extensive repairs, the 
British announced officially today. 
A heavy blow has thus been dealt 
to German-Italian-Japanese hopes 
for a gigantic, simultaneous world- 
wide .attack against the fleets of 
the United Nations. 

Breaking the very great reserve 
they had shown since the three 
ships challenged the British navy 
by sailing through the English 
channel in February, the admiralty 
and the Royal Air Force said the 
Nazi warships had been grievously 
hurt by torpedo and bombing at- 
tacks in the channel fight, by 


by British submarine action. 

The joint anouncement after the 
previous reserve was taken to in- 
dicate that knowledge of the dam- 
age was absolutely certain and 
that the ships would not see ac- 
tion for a long time.

Additional Blows Probable. 

“It also seems probable that 
both the Scharnhorst and Gneis- 
enau received additional damage 
between February 25 and _ Feb- 
ruar; 28 during our bombing raids 
on the dockyard at Kiel.

Twilight of the Gods 

It has been safd that Adolf Hitler spends his 
spare time brightening the gloomy outlook with 
the music of Richard Wagner. There is, how- 
ever, one composition by the great German 
composer which would bring little sunshine 
into the life of Der Fuehrer, even if he listened 
to it on purpose, which would scarcely be the 
‘case, or if he knew it existed. 

Over a century ago, long before the self- 
assumed god-like characteristics of the com- 
posite Nazi soul had been revealed to the world, 
Wagner wrote a stirring overture and dedicated 
it to the British people, whom he greatly 
admired. It was based on a theme that never 
fails to stir the blood in every British vein— 
and clog the arteries of every German!—the 
patriotic air “Rule, Britannia.” 

One day recently, by way of raising the 
Nazi blood pressure a notch higher, the Cleve- 
land Symphony Orchestra, under the direction 
of Polish-born Artur Rodzinski, broadcast the 
overture. The Columbia broadcasting system 
sent it out on short-wave, and the British, in 
turn, re-broadcast it to the “fatherland” for all 
to hear, as well as to Nazi-occupied countries. 

To give the broadcast an authentic flavor, 
the composer’s granddaughter, Friedelind, in- 
troduced the number. “Wagner wrote it,” she 
explained, “because he loved and admired the 
spirit of the British people. But he didn’t write 


WASHINGTON PARADE’ 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
NOT TO REPEAT ERROR WASHINGTON, May 3.—It is all 


very premature at this time, but 
sources close - the White House say there is absolutely no chance 
of President Roosevelt making the same mistake as did Woodrow 
Wilson in arranging details of the official peace 

mission after winning the war. 

Whatever the costs, Mr: Roosevelt is fully 
confident of the ability of the United Nations 
winning the present conflict ultimately. Hold- 
ing that conviction, he naturally has been un- 
able to escape some thoughts of the final 
peace. One of these has turned on the futility 
of winning the war if we cannot win the peace 
that follows. 

President Wilson was one of the most bril- 
liant scholars ever to occupy the White House. 
Yet historians are agreed that he had a certain 
deficiency in evaluating practical political con- 
siderations. Thus in Setting up the American 
Peace Mission which assisted in working out 
all the intricate details of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles he omitted recognition of the very body 
-—-the United States senate—which later was 
to be called upon to ratify what was done. 

By virtue of the omission the senate rejected the League of 
Nations and other fruits of the Treaty of Versailles. Had Mr. 
Wilson taken to Paris with him a representative group of senators, 
all of his post-war troubles might have been eliminated. Also much 
of cg present bloody visitation that again has been thrust on the 
world. 

Having witnessed the mistakes of the Wilson administration 
there is little danger of Mr. Roosevelt repeating them under his 
own. Some of his intimates who have discussed the subject with 
him in recent days left with the impression that he has a clear 
determination to give the senate full representation in the official 
peace mission whenever and wherever it meets. At the very min- 
imum he is expected to name three members of the body which 
under the constitution is called upon to ratify by a two-thirds ma- 
jority all foreign commitments made by the executive branch of 
the government. 


IF IT ENDED TODAY In keeping with this present presiden- 


tial attitude, if there were a sudden 
termination of the war today we might reasonably expect to see 
Mr. Roosevelt include in the American Peace Delegation Senator 
Barkley, of Kentucky, the majority leader; Senator Connally, of 
Texas, chairman of the senate foreign relations committee, and 
Senator Austin, of Vermont, one of the high-ranking Republican 
members of foreign relations. Conceivably the list might be ex- 
tended to others in the senate, as well as to the house. 

Mr. Roosevelt is too old a political fox to be caught in the 
same error twice. 

The whole subject would be utterly premature at this time 
when we have only been in the war for a matter of$five months, 
except for the fact that it has been a subject of recent White House 
discussion, The place and conditions of the peace will not be given 
weighty consideration until the victory is in sight. Unless there is 
an internal German collapse in the meantime we are unable to look 
for this for a period of a year and a half to two years yet. 


LOGICAL PLACES Washington and London at this remote 


stage of things seem to be the two most 
logical points for the peace conference. Paris, scene of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty, would hardly be considered because of the German 
occupation of France. Moscow, capital of one of our great allies 
in the war, will probably be eliminated as too inaccessible. 

Because this is more truly a world war than any previous con- 
flict in history, the peace. conference that will come with the end 
of present hostilities will undoubtedly be the most important, the 
most far-reaching, and most colorful conclave of its kind ever held 
before. The four dominant nations, of course, will be the United 
States, Britain, Russia and China. All of the others—or most of 
them—will be represented but in a secondary role. This will even 
be true of France although she started out as an active ally of 
Britain. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s ideas of peace are expected to prove in time no 
less grandiose than his present program of war. He has a genuine 
hope for building a peace that will leave the world safe for de- 
mocracy, but when he approaches the task he will do so with a 
greater consciousness of the realities of all that is implied than 
was evident in the idealism and academic philosophy of Woodrow

During the Civil War it was not.uncommon for opposing troops 
to fraternize when their lines were close, and even barter their 
surplus supplies, such as coffee and tobacco. They felt no hatred, 

The people who cultivated a bitter and vengeful malice were the 
civilians back home—usually the ones who could not qualify as 
fighters. 

Even in the World War there was some fraternizing on the 
western front. Even though soldiers are enemies, and dutifully 
doing their best to kill one another, they feel a curious comrade- 
ship because they share the same hardships and dangers and each 
knows what the other is feeling and suffering. 

The act of fighting relieves the system of poison. Though we 
have developed a veneer of civilization, and learned not to settle 
every argument with a club, our physical equipment remains that 
of primitive animals. 

When we give way to wrath, our adrenals automatically speed 
up-to give us extra energy for battle, and we must somehow worl 
it off or it poisons us. Some people are made sick. 

Of course the civilized thing is not to lose your temper in the 
figst place, but having developed a rage and unwittingly asked 
nature for a dose of adrenal secretion, the only safe course is to 
work it off by violent physical action. Kick a chair, if you don't 
mind seeming silly, or take a run around the block. 

You have heard the saying: “Beware the wrath of a patient 
man.” His patience is not a virtue. He controls his wrath, and 
it accumulates like steam pressure in. a boiler without a safety 
valve, until it explodes. 

The coward gives his wrath no outlet—not even the relief of 
wrathful words. He gives his resentment no release, and it festers 
within him, and humiliation increases its bitterness, and it turns 
into malice that never dies. 

Grudges are products of cowardice—not always, of course, but as 
a rule. The most veriomous hatred is that of the coward who was 
shamed by a better man who exposed his yellowness.

‘Buzz’ Wagner 
Having More ‘Fun — 
Japs 


TOM YARBROUGH. 


BASE IN AUSTRALIA, May 


3.—(AP)—An imminent Japanese attempt to take Port 
Moresby, New Guinea, an Allied outpost which protects all 
northeastern Australia, is believed probable here. This con- 
clusion is based on the recent increase in the strength and 


city. 

| But the daily offensives by Al- 
| lied airmen are doing everything 
possible to make the Japanese 
| pay. 
| One of the most successful of 
‘these “offensive-defensive” raids 
was led last Friday by 25-year- 
old Lieutenant Colonel Boyd 
(Buzz) Wagner, of Johnstown, 
*’Pa., who told today how he and 
his mates engaged in “the most 
terrific dogfight I’ve ever seen— 
rolling like tumbleweeds up and 
down 30 miles of ‘coastline’ of 
New Guinea.”’ 


Wagner, one of the heroes of 
the Philippine fighting, was in his 
first foray against the Japanese 
from this base. A lieutenant when 
the war began, he is now reputed 
to be the youngest lieutenant colo- 
nel in the Army. 


He showed the way for a doze 
en or so American pursuit pilots 
over the dense, mosquito-ridden 
jungle of New Guinea, After mak- 
ing successful strafing raids on. 
Lae and Salamaua, they ran into 
a flock of Japanese Zero fighters 
and then began the dogfight 
which reminded Wagner of gi- 
gantic tumbleweeds rolling along 
ithe sky. 

Wagner shot down three and 
left another plane with smoke 
pouring from it. 

The American losses were light 
and all pilots were saved. 

In the first stage of the mis 
sion the squadron hit Lae in three 
waves. 

“Never Such Fun.” 

“Our top cover was engaging 
the Japanese fighters when we 
went in but we had no opposition 
and went straight down the line of 
12 or 15 new Japanese bombers 
on the airdrome, putting holes in 
all of them,” Wagner said. 

“They were twin-engine single- 
tail jobs apparently just out of 
the paint shop. 

“We were on and off in four 
or five seconds. We did not have 
time to see precisely what we did 
but I looked back and saw some 
black smoke. I’ve never had so 
much fun in my life. 

“We went on to Salamaua look- 
ing for targets wherever we could 
find them. We went down in a 
string and machinegunned some 
drums of gasoline along the shore. 
They burned furiously. 

Japs “Considerably Damaged.” 

“We were after what we call 
‘targets of opportunity’—anything 
that catches the eye. Over the hill 
my eye was caught by a white 
shack with a green top. 

“We all let go with our guns 
and blew out one side of the shack. 
Ten or 12 Japs ran out. I think 
all of them were considerably 
damaged. 

“The attack on Salamaua lasted 
about 10 seconds. We were just 
leaving when I saw some Jap 
Zeros about 4,000 feet up. They 
were split up in sections and had 
about the same number as we did. 
pedis aso and they came aft- 
er it. 

“Three or four of our boys in 
the rear said ‘Let’s have a crack 
at them’ and peeled off and went 
at them. It was a dozen Japs 
against the three or four. So the 
rest of us came back and then 
| for the first time in my life I saw 
| a mass dogfight something like you 
see in the movies. 

25-Minute Battle. 

“We fought for 25 minutes up 
| and down 30 miles of coastline 
from right over the water up to 
1000 feet. Planes everywhere 
were tumbling around in all sorts 
of maneuvers. 

“You'd see a gang of them go 
past and in a féw minutes here 
they’d come back again, still roll- 
ing round in steep turns and 
dives. 

“My three Japs went Into the 
sea, The three of them were burn- 
ing when they fell. Our losses 
were light and pilots are all okay. 
None of the Japanese bailed out— 
in fact I’ve never heard of any 
Jap bailing out. They don’t want 
to be captured.” 

Wagner went along on this 
squadron's mission as something 
like a “guest conductor” as a side 
job while away from his regular 
duties. 

One thing the squadron leader 
has learned, he said, “was to have 
a good respe:t for the Japanese 
Zero fighters because they are 
good planes. _As for the personal 
reaction of the whole squadron I 
suppose it could be summed up 
in the phrase ‘congenial hate’ for 
the Japanese.”

Alabaman Says Senate 
Will Not Approve Cut 
in Formula. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—(#)— 
Senator Bankhead, Democrat, Ala- 
bama, eaid today a poll of senate 
sentiment indicated*that President 
Roosevelt would nof win a request- 
ed revision of farm price formula 
under the price contro] act. 

“It simply can’t be done,” Bank- 
head, influential member of the 


senate farm bloc, said in an inter- 
view. 

“I doubt very much if anyone 
will make any serious attempt up 
here to alter them.” 

President Roosevelt in his mes- 
Sage to congress last Monday out- 
lining a wartime program for con- 
trolling the cost of living, asked 
stabilization of the “prices receiv- 
ed by growers for the products of 
their lands.” 

Specifically, »e requested revis- 
ion of the price control act to per- 
mit lower ceilings on farm com- 
modities—as low as 100 per cent 
of parity. The lowest possible 
ceiling now is 110 per cent of 
parity. 

(Parity is a price giving a 
farm commodity the same pur- 
chasing power, in terms of 
nonfarm products, that it had 
in a base period, usually. 1909- 
14.) 

However, no congressional lead- 
er has as yet moved to revise the 
‘farm price provisions. Further- 
more, Senator Brown, Democrat, 
Michigan, who voiced the admin- 
istration views in the long battle 
over the price control act and its 
farm provisions, indicated he 
agreed with Bankhead and other 
farm bloc leaders that the senate 
would not approve such legislation 
now.

ught To Know 


A statement as to citizenship 
quaiitications for Red Cross work- 
ers has been issued by Norman H, 
Wavis, chairman of the American 
Red Cross. This statement is here- 
with presented, as it is of general 
interest. 

“During the present emergency 
a number of questions have arisen 
concerning the participation of 
non-citizens in American Red 
Cross work. Effective immediately, 
the following policy is announced 
for the guidance of all concerned 
in this country. 

“(1) Activities Directly Related 
to Services to the Armed Forces. 

“All American Red Cross Work- 
ers, whether volunteer or paid, 
participating in activities directly 
related to services to the armed 
forces must be full citizens of the 
United States. These activities are: 

All members of the national or- 
ganization staff, volunteer’ or paid; 

All members of the chapter 


staffs, volunteer or paid; 


services: Motor Corps, Hospital 
‘and Recreation Corps, Canteen 
'Corps, Home Service Corps. 


Those members of any other 
service who may be assigned to 
duty directly related to the armed 
forces, such as selected members 
of the Staff Assistance Corps or 
Nurse’s Aide Corps. 

“(2) All Other Activities. 

“In all other Red Cross activi- 
ities, citizens of the United States 
‘and all other volunteers are eligi- 
»ble except the citizens of the fol- 
lowing countries which the State 
Department at present lists as be- 
ing at war with the United States: 
Germany, Japan, Italy, Bulgaria,
